through AD/kk lor appropriate action to provide letters of intent to the other 
agencies concerning 1954 transfers under NIS, subject to the availability of 
funds. Should there be a cut in the level of the program, the other agencies 
are anxious to have assurance that there would be sufficient funds in 1954 to 
meet the cost of any reductions in force that might be required (chiefly pro- 
vision for salaries for 30 days and terminal leave). Otherwise, it would be 
necessary to take immediate ac tion to terminate people out of current year 
funds. I advised that we must assume that under any action by 

Congress, the Agency would have sufficient flexibil^^^^its funds to meet 
the costs of reductions in force. For example, if HI^^^Hiad been estimated 
for Agency ft X n under the 1954 estimate, but under the amount finally made 
available only $40,000 could be transferred, it would merely mean that we 
would have to pay . terminal leave for the employees affected out of that amount 
leaving perhaps only for continuation of the work.

The regulation ha^a^jeady been approved by the Director, General Cabell and 
so forth* but General Counsel, was interested in securing con- 

currence of this Office, The significant new provisions of the regulation 
pertain to the ^l) provision for employment of non-CIA employees on hearing 
boards except in sensitive cases, (2) provision for CIA employees to serve 
on hearings boards concerning employees of other agencies, and (3) right of 
counsel to employees. The regulation provides for exemption to the Agency 
in the usual requirements that Civil Service Commission be notified of the 
names of all employees for its security investigation index. Only the names 
of employees terminated for security reasons will be provided in accordance
